Judge W. M. Henry, who has for years 
presided over the superior courts of the 
Rome circuit, came to Atlanta yesterday 
and tendered his resignation to Governor 
Terrell, who promptly appointed Hon. 
Moses Wright, former solicitor general 
of the Rome circuit, to fill the vacancy, 
which will be thus created 

While Judge Henry has been talking 
some time of resigning, his resignation 
yesterday came somewhat as a surprise, 
but the resignation had been accepted 
and the appointment of Mr. Wright 
made before the officials at the capitol 
knew anything about what was going on 
ir the direction. 

-Judge Henry has been on the bench 
of the Rome circuit about twelve years. 
He served one term in the early nineties 
and then went off the bench for a term, 
going back to it in the beginning of 
1899. His present term expires Jan- 
uary |, 1907, and it is to fill that unex- 
pired term that Mr. Wright has been 
appdéinted, 

, ' Came to Atlanta, 

Judge Henry came to Atlanta yester- 
day for the purpose of tendering his 
resignation to Governor Terrell. His let- 
ter of resignation, which he handed to 
the governor himself, is dated March 10. 

Judge Henry In his letter refers to his 
service of about twelve years on the 
bench, pwhich he says he has at all times 
_#ound agreeable. For severa) years, he 
‘ gtates, he has not intended to ask to hold 
the office beyond his present term, even | 
if he held it so long as that. Now, on ac- 
count of the meager salary, he says he 
feels it is only an act of justice to him- 
self and to his family to ask to be re- 
lieved of further service in order thit 
he: may return to the practice of his 
profession. 

For the reasons stated he tendered his 
resignation to take effect April !, and 
asked that it be immediately acceptc4. 
. ‘This, he stated, would give him time to

Governor Terrell’s Reply. 
‘Governor Terrell very reluctantly ac- 
cepted Judge Henry’s resignation, in the 
following letter: 

“Atianta, Ga., March 10, 1905.—Judge

Judge—I am just in receipt of your 
resignation as judge of the superior 
courts of the Rome circuit, and accept 
the same with regret, which I am sure 
will be shared by the people generally 
throughout your circult. 

“You have faithfully and. efficiently dis- 
charged the duties of a circuit court 
fudge for a number of years, and have 
won for yourself a _ strong position 
among the Georgia judiciary. Personaliy, 
{t would have pleased me very much 
for you to remain upon the bench, but f 
recognize the force of the reason which 
actuated you in resigning, and beg to 
assure you of my best wishes for your 
success when you again take up the 
practice of law.

Many Pessimists in Russia Believe 
Kuropatkin Has Fled to the 
Mountains, Where He Will 
Be Hemmed In and Forced 
To Surrender.

St. Petersburg, March !!. 2:30 a. m.— 
“Last night all our armies commenced to 
retreat.”’ 


The greatest defeat in the history of | 
the Far Eastern war was made known | 
in St. Petersburg last night, but only in| 
the foregoing eight words from General | 
Kuropatkin to Emperor Nicholas. This. 
brief message was flung about the streets | 
in newspaper extras, ang it was passed | 
from mouth to mouth. Two thoughts | 
formed instantly in the minds of every 
one, and two words on every lip: ‘‘Sur- 
render; peace;’’ the former dreaded, the 
latter hoped for. 

General Kuropatkin is no maker of 
phrases; his words never are quoted like! 
the famous “All is lost gave honor,” | 
but his laconic message hides more than'| 
probably any two other sentences in the| 
literature of war. St. Petersburg knows | 
nothing of the extent of the disaster, | 
nor even the lines of Kuropatkin’s re-| 
treat; whether the route to Tie pass :4/

RUSSIANS FLEE TOWARD NORTH

~FRANTICALLY SEEKING ESCAPE 


Great Battle in Manchuria Has 


ee 
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Developed Into Race for Tie 
Pass----Complete Disaster 
Faces Russians.

HE fate of the Russian army of a quarter million 
men and the 2,000 pieces of artillery with which it 
was expected confidently General Kuropatkin and 


his lieutenants would prevent the advance of the Japanese 


beyond the Shakhe and the Hun river positions, still is in 
the balance. 

The Russians have been driven from their positions 
and now are rushing northward towards Tie pass, around 
which are high hills which were prepared for defenses 
after the battle of Liaoyang in September.

That the Russians have lost many guns and large 
quantities of ammunition and supplies is certain. Im- 
mense stores, it seems certain, have been destroyed. The 
Japanese have not yet reported the capture of guns, but it 
seems hardly likely hat Kuropatkin could have removed 
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all of his artillery. 
| The result of Oyama’s great turning movement is said 
to depend on General Kawamura’s army, which is sup- 
| posed to be moving from the east toward Kuropatkin’s line 
of retreat. Should he reach the military road, which runs 
almost in a direct line from Fushun to Tie pass, before the 
passage of the Russian army, the circle will be complete, 
a8 Nogi’s guns already command the railway and should 
on control the Mandarin road, which is a short distance 
ast of the railway and runs parallel with it. 

The army of General Kaulbars, which has been press- 

back across the western plain, fighting every inch of 
ground, is moving northward to protect the line of retreat 
from the westward attacks, while General Bilderling is 
protecting the rear against Generals Oku and Nodzu, and 
Linevitch is doing his best to hlod the military road against 
Kuroki. 

They have numbers against them, but have succeeded 
against odds in similar retreats before. The appearance of 
General Kawamura might render futile all their efforts. 
General Rennenkampf’s force of somewhat fewer than 
10,000 men, on the extreme east, is in a precarious position, 
but the force is a mobile one, and the officers know the 
mountains well. With the exception of Rennenkampf, all 
the Russian troops are now concentrated on the roads lead- 
ing northward and it may take another 24 hours to decide 
their fate. 

The army which General Gripenburg turned over to 
General Kaulbars when he left Manchuria and a portion 
of which General Bilderling commanded, consisted of Gre- 
goff’s cavalry, Mistchenko’s mobile division and the fifth, 
sixth, eighth, tenth and seventeenth army corps, extending 
from the Liao river to the Mandarin road. General Line. 
vitch’s army, which held the important positions at the 
bend of the Shakhe, including Erdagou hill, comprised the 
first European and the first, second, third and fourth Sibe- 
rian corps, Rennenkampff’s mobile division and Samson- 
off’s cavalry. The troops which arrived in January and 
February, probably two corps, are not included in this list. 

Even should Kuropatkin extricate his army, it is be- 

lieved in some European capitals that peace soon will fol- 
low this latest Japanese victory. The calling to St. Peters- 
burg of Mr. Iswolsky, Russian minister to Denmark, who 
formerly was in Tokio, is regarded as significant. 
_ __The losses in the operations preceding the battle and 
in the battle proper must have reached enormous propor- 
tions, but up to the present neither side has attempted an 
estimate. They will exceed the Shakhe losses, in which the 
Russians alone lost in killed, wounded and missing, 67,000 
men. Field Marshal Oyama arranged his attack so that 
the Chinese city of Mukden should not come within the 
range of battle, rather an easy task, as the Russians had 
no positions immediately around the city, as was the case 
at Liaoyang, and the Russian town is 2 miles from the 
outer walls of the old city. The western imperial tombs 
were under shell fire, but no account has been given of the 
damage, if any, that they suffered. 

The eastern tombs, around which the Russians had 
erected positions, apparently did not come within the 
range of the Japanese shells.

FALL OF MUKDEN 
SADDENS RUSSIA

St. Petersburg Shrouded in 
Deep Gloom Yesterday, 


No Report of Evacuation of Ancient 
Manchurian Capital Has Been 
Received from General Ku- 
ropatkin, but Jap Reports 
Are Not Doubted. 


St. Petersburg, March 10.—6 p. m.—The| 
dispatches of the Associated Press from 
Tokio and -Yinkow today announcing 
that Mukden had fallen and that the 
Japanese captured thousands of. prison- 
ers and enormous quantities of stores and 
guns only confirm the worst fears enter- 
tained here, the dispatches recefved here 
last night having shown that the trap 
Was sprung. 

The annofificement furnished.a miser- 
able end to the Russian carnival] week. 
This being a holiday, the war office was 
closeqd to the public, hundreds of people 
in quest of news besieging the doors in 
vain. Inside the gloom was _ intense. 
Officers. stood around discussing the 
catastrophe, seemingly without a ray of 
hope. At 4 o’clock the officer of the 
general staff, who gives out official dis- 
patches, approached a group of waiting 
foreign correspondents and said discon- 
solately: 

“No dispatches from General 
patkin today.” 

That was all. 

Usually he had been ready to offer ex- 
Planations, but today he said in reply to 
all inquiries: 

“We have absolutely nothing.’ 

Anything Believed Possible. 

Another officer who was asked for his 
Opinion of the report that the major 
portions of the armies of Generals BilJer- 
ling and Kaulbars were cut off. said that 
he thought during the fighting last night 
anything was possible.

NO GOVERNMENT 
BASED ON GOOD 


Great Crimes Committed by All 
Says Tolstai 


Famous Russian Author Says Amer- 
ica and England Nourish a Race 
of Slaves Who Are Abject 
Enough To Glory in 
Slavery. 


London, March 10.—Count Tolstoi in a 
letter to The Times, of London, which 
will be published tomorrow morning, will 
say that he regards not only the Russian 
government, but all governments as “‘in- 


| tricate institutions sanctified by tradition 
| and custom for the purpose of commit- 
ting by violence and with impunity the 
most dreadful social crimes.” 

He, therefore, thinks the efforts ofthose 
who wish to improve social life should 
be directed to the liberation of them- 
selves from the governments whose fu- 
tility in these times is becoming more 
} and more obvious. This object could only 
be attained by the unique means of re- 
ligiously and morally perfecting separate 
individuals. 

All Governments Criminal. 

The idea is prevalent that the evil ac- 
complished by the “present particularly 
coarse, cruel, stupid and deceitful Rus- 
sian government” is due to the fact that 
the Russian government is not organized 
on the model of other existing govern- 
ments which ‘‘are similar institutions for 
the committal of all kinds of crimes 
against their people.” 

For the purpose of correcting this the 
people had used al] the means at their 
disposal, “imagining that an alteration 
of the external forms might alter the 
essence.” Such activity, Count Tolstoi 
says, is inexpedient and unreasonable, tn 
that the people assert rights which they 
do not have. Violent strife by “external 
means on the part of an insignificant 
handful of men against a powerful gov- 
ernment defending its life is only comica] 
from the point of view of the impos. 
sibility of success, and piteous as re- 
gards the unfortunate misled individuals 
who perish in the unequal strife.”’ 


“The Russian government has no right

“One cannot participate in political 
tion, which draws the people into 
trigue, subterfuge, strife and spite ex- 
tending to murder. Political action not 
only fails to contribute to the liberation 
of men from the violence of governments, 
but on the contrary, renders the people 
more incapable of that vigor which only 
can liberate them. 

“Light minded people, judge super- 
ficially, especially those upset by the 
butchery in St, Petersburg, though the 
chief cause of those events lay in the 
despotism of the government; and if the 
autocratic monarchical form of the Rus- 
sian government is replaced by a con- 
stitutional or republican one, then such 
events could not be repeated.

“But,”” he adds, “‘they are in the most 
hopeless state of slavery—the slavery of 
slaves who do not understand that they 
are.slaves, and pride themselves on their 
position as slaves. The fact is that 
every coercive government is in the 
essence a great and unnecessary evil. 
Therefore, the alm Doth of the Russians 
and of all men should not be to replace 
one form of governm@nit by another, but 
to free themselves from every govern- 
ment and; abolish it.”

Dr. Charles R. Andrews, house physi- 
cian of the Grady hospital, has an- 
nounced that it was he who dictated 
the card which was signed by Dr. F. 
lewis Eskridge, and which refiected con- 
siderably upon the medical board of the 
Grady hospital and upon Alderman Jos- 
eph Hirsch, resident of the board of 
trustees of the Institution. Dr. Andrews 
has resigned as house physician. He 
would have received his certificate from 
the hospital on April |}. 

Dr. 8. P. Wells ,a supernumerary of 
the medical staff of the hospital, declined 
yesterday to answer questions put to 
him by the medical committee, He has 
tendered his resignation, 

The twelve nurses who resigned from 
the hospital school have been taken 
back, but only after they had written 
a card and had stated that the medical 
board had been right in d4ischarging 
them. A penalty will be put upon all 
the nurses. It will be an increase in 
the term of service required of the 
nurses, 

These are the principal developments 
in the Grady hospital situation which 
came as a result of the meeting of the 
medica] committee of the institution yes- 
terday afternoon. 

The medical committee !s composed of 
Dr. W. P. Nicolson, chairman; Dr, W. S. 
Kendrick, and Dr. Dunbar Roy. These 
physicians met yesterday afternoon at 5 
o'clock In the board room at the Grady 
hospital. Dr. Noble, head of the medi- 
cal board of the hospital, and Alderman 
Joseph Hirsch, president of the board of 
trustees, were present by courtesy and 
heard the entire proceedings. 

_ <After communications from the dis- 
charged nurses and from the physicians 
of the house staff had been read many 
of the young physicians were called be- 
tore the committee and closely ques- 
tioned. 
Acknowledged Their Error. 

the communication from the nurses 
Geclared that they had acted hurriedly 
in resigning, and that the medical board 
had done right in discharging them. They 
asked that they be taken back into 
the Grady hospital and promised to abide 


in future by the rules of the institution.

For the purpose of acting upon this 
recommendation and also for the purpose 
of considering the resigmations of the 
two physicians, a joint meeting of the 
board of trustees and of the medical 
board will be held tonight at 8 o’clock 
in the board room at the Grady hos- 
pital It is believed to be a foregone 
conclusion that the recommendations of 
the medical committee will be adopted 
by the joint meeting.

Dr. Anarews Is Complimented. 

Dr. Andrews was congratulated by his 
fellow-physicians at the hospital for his 
action of yesterday afternoon in declar- 
ing that he had dictated the card which 
had placed all the members of the staff 
under suspicion. They dechare that he 
hag done the manly thing in assuming 
entire responsibility for the card, 

When seen last night Dr. Andrews 
made the followimg statement for The 
Constitution: 

“When the nurses were discharged 1 
was standing on the front veranda of 
the hospital. Eskridge came to me. He 
appeared very indignant. He said he 
would like to write a card. That was 
the beginning of the matter. I dictated 
the card and he signed it. I did not ‘In- 
duce’ him to sign it, as he says. He 
signed it of his own free will and asked 
me to write it for him. When I went 
ibefore the medical committee this af- 
ternoon [ told them that I had written 
the card. JI toki them that I would 
acknowledge to if, if that would end 
the matter. J assumed entire responsi- 
bility tur the aan. In addition I ten- 
dered my resignation and I leave the 
hospital tonight. Mr. Hirsch told me 
that he did not know whether they would 
accept my resignation. I told him it

Dr. Wells did not make a statement 
for publication.

CHARGED TO HALL 


White Man Held for Killing’

The arrest is the outcome of efforts 
made to ascertain who killed Smith, and 
led by Detective Fogg, of Atlanta, ém- 
ployed in the case. 

After the coroner’s jury had pronounced 
foul play and had ordered Mid Brown, 
the negro held as a suspect, released 
for lack of evidence to hold, Detective 
Fogg had him rearrested, believing that 
he knew who committed the crimepif he 
did not do it himself, 

Yesterday, in jail, In the presence of 
several citizens, Brown stated that he 
and Smith stopped at Hall’s house. While 
Smith was in the house he heard licks 
and a body fall, and becoming scared, 
ran off. Later he saw Hall bring the 
body of Smith out, put it in the buggy, 
lead the horse Into the road, and turn it 
aloose. 

It was on this statement that Hall was 
arrested and lodged in jail. The negro 


further stated that he saw Hall wipe off | 
Smith’s face with an old rag, and this | 


rag has been found some distance down 
the road from Hall’s house. When the 
negro was first apprehended Hall stated 
that he came to his house with Smith, 
and went off with him. 

When arrested Hall stated that 
would have no trouble in disproving the 
negro’s statement, and would not even 
have to employ a lawyer to defend him; 
that he was perfectly innocent, and that 
nothing happened to Smith at his house. 
His friends state that the negro is sim- 
ply trying to clear himself of the crime.

It has 
not yet been determined whether or not 
his death had any connection with that 
of Smith. 

The grand jury meets Monday, and Witi 
make a thorough investigation of both 
deaths.

CASE MAY COST 
JUST $5,000,000 


Uncle Sam Stands To Lose 
That Sum Under Court 
Decision, 


New York, March 10.—Judge Wheeler, 
in the United States district court of 
appeals, today handed down an opinion 
which if finally sustained by the United 
States circuit court of appeals, will cost 
the United States government $5,000,- 
000. 

This money the government will have 
‘to refund to the American Sugar Refin- 
ing Company for duties paid to it on raw 
Sugars imported from Cuba in 1903, and 
on which the company contended a re- 
duction of 20 per cent should have been 
sllowed under the existing treaty at that 
time. 

The facts show that the president was 
authorized by congress to grant a re- 
duction of 20 per cent on all merchan- 
dise imported from Cuba to the United 
States and after ten days subsequent to 
the ratification by this government of 
the Cuban convention or treaty. This 
ratification occurred on March $3!, 1904. 

The importation upon which the test 
suit was brought was imprompted bDe- 
tween July !4 and September 9, 1903. 
The collector at that time assessed the 
sugar, demanding the full duties there- 
on, there existing at that time no law 
under which the reduction could be 
granted. Subsequently 
was ratified and the American Sugar 
Company appealed to the general board 
of appraisers, which sustained the col- 
lector. An appeal] to the United States 
circuit court followed. 

In his opinion Judge Wheeler decided 
that as the ratification went into effect 
while the case was before the board of 
appraisers, the importers are entitled to 
the 20 per cent reduction,

DOCTORS GAIN 
DAMAGE SUIT 


John M. Cason Loses His 
$20,000 Damage 
Contest, 


Savannah, Ga., March 10.—(Special.)— 
In the United States court today a ver- 
dict for the defendants was rendered in 
the sult browght by John M. Cason 
against Dr. Smith and Dr. Lane, of 
Kmanue] county. The plaintiff was not 
found to be entitled to damages, 

John M. Cason, of Florida, was suing 
Dr. George L. Smith and Dr. Leonidas 
P. Lane, of Emanuel] county, for $20,000 
for malpractice. He alleged that they 
were guilty of having improperly treated 
him when both his legs were broken on 
April 10, 1901, while he wag working 
for the Southern Contracting Cumpany, 
and operating a steam shovel in the con- 
struction of the Bruton and Pineora rail- 
road. A defective bolt caused a heavy 
chain to swing around and strike the 
plaintiff about the knees, breaking both 
legs and dreadfully excoriating the flesa, 

He was placed in a hospital at Still- 
more, where the two doctorg attended 
him. After some months, when he 
thought he was growing worse under 
their treatment and would die, Cason 
was brought to Savannah by the South- 
ern Contracting Company and placed in 
a local hospital, where he was discharged 
January 22, 1902. He was then able to 
walk, but his legs have been deformed 
ever since. He attributed this deformity 
and the many moths that elapsed before 
he was out of the hospital to the initia: 
treatment of the Emanuel county doc- 
tors, and he sued for heavy damages. 

Among the witnesses examined in the 
case was Dr. W, H. Doughty, Jr., of 
Augusta, who gave answers as an ex- 
pert to hypothetical questions that tend- 
ed favorably -for the defendanis.

TALKS OF CASE 


Says Greene and Gaynor Must 
Come Back 


Mistrict Attorney for Southern Dis-; 
grict of Georgia Declares Arrest 
of Fugitives in Canada 
Was Made in Perfectly 
Legal Manner.

Washington, March 10.—(Special.)—Dis. 
trict Attorney Marion Erwin, of the 
southern district of Georgia. is*®here 
in consultation with the officials of the 
Gepartment of justice, with reference to | 
the Greene and Gaynor proceedings in 
Canada. ' 

In reply to inquiries the 
exact status of the case Mr. Erwin said 
that the rearrest at Quebec of Greene 
and Gaynor, on the extradition proceed- 
ings instituted by the United States be- 
fore the extradition commissioner at 
Montreal, was accomplished withourc 
friction, and the prisoners were duly re- 
turned before the commissioner at Mon- 
trea] on Saturday evening. 

On Monday the prisoners made a mo- 
fon before the commissioner to be ad- 
mitted to bail, but this after hearing 
wag denied and the prisoners were com- 
mitted to the Montreal jail pending the 
hearing. At the prisoners’ request the 
hearing was postponed to March 14. 


Decision Fully Covers Case. 

“The decision of British privy coun- 
e],”’ said Mr. Erwin, ‘‘which held that 
the prisoners had on the former occa- 
Bion been legally arrested at Quebcc 
on a proper extradition warrant and by 
Guly constituted Canadian constables, 
and had been duly returned by the com- 
missioner at Montreal and that no other 
judge had the right tw release the pris- 
oners on habeas corpus, destroys any 
hope of success on this occasion. 

“The story put out at the time of the 
former arrest in the interest of the fu- 
gitives,”’ said Mr. Erwin, ‘‘to the effect 
that the prisoners had been kidnaped 
from Quebec by American detectives 
was, of course, ridiculous, but after the 
etory got started in the papers {ft con- 
tinued to be repeated every time a re- 
view of the case is made to the press. 
‘the part which the American secret 
gervice mén performed was to keep a 
watch on the fugitives and point them 
out to the constabies of the courts of 
Canada, who made the arrests under 
warrants in their hands. 

“Of course, it was my desire to have 
the prisoners returned before the com- 
missioner at Montreal, who had issued 
the requisition and to establish the juris- 
diction without having the prisoners 
stopped on habeas corpus. This was ac- 
complished, and in a legal and proper: 
manner, as has now been established by 
the decision of the highest court in the 
British empire.’ 

Asked as to the probable outcome of 
the further proceedings in Canada, Mr 
Erwin sald: 

‘We are satisfied that we will put such 
@ case before the commissioner as will 
entitle us to the extradition of the fu- 
gitives. We have no reason to doubt 
that the Canada court will perform their 
duties in this case in due course. We 
are bound to assume that they will."’

Birmingham, Ala., March 10.—Alex 
Robertson, colored, was hanged in the 


Maggie Hayden, his sweetheart. Jeal- 
ousy was the cause of the killing. Rob- 
ertson spent his last hours in his cell 
shooting craps, ang seemed indifferent to 
his fate. 

The second hanging in the jail yard 
here today occurred an hour after the 
first, when Jud Braham paid the penalty 
for the murder of Minnie Crenshaw, a 
school teacher Both were negroes, and 
had been sweethearts from youth.

A Two-Minute Hair Cut. 


The labor required for the purpose of 
operating the hand-clippers used by the 
barber is not great, but in these times 
all unnecessary labor ig regarded as lost 
labor, and an improvement has been 
recently made in this humble implement 
with the idea of further simplifying the 
device and for greatly facilitating the 
hair-amputating process. his {mprove- 
ment is nothing more than a combina-

tion of the clippers and a spring motor. 
The shape of the tool which is more or 
less familiar to all, has been slightly 
altered to effect this union, but the !m-

The spring is contained in the large 
circular barrel, and is wound up by a 
crank attachment not large enough to 
be in the way of the barber while pass- 
ing the cutter over the head of the pa- 
tron.

Report of Wheat in Farmers’ Hand. 


Washington, March 10.—The monthly 
report of the chief of the bureau of sta- 
tistics of the department of agriculture 
will show the amount of wheat remain- 
ing in farmer’s hands on March I, to 
have been about !11!,000,000 bushels, or 
20.1 per cent of last year’s crop, as com- 
pared with 20.8 per cent of the crop of 
1903 on hand on March 1}, 1904, and 24.5 
per cent of the crop of 1902 on hand at 
the corresponding date in 1903. 

The corn in farmer’s hands is esti- 
mated at about 954,000,000 bushels, or 
38.7 per cent of last year’s crop, against 
37.4 per cent of the crop of 1903 on 
hand on March |, 1904, and 41.6 per 
cent of the crop of 1902 on hand at the 
corresponding date in 1903. 

Of oats, there are reported to be about 
347,000.000 bushels, or 38.8 per cent of 
last year’s crop still in farmers’ hands, 
as compared with 34.9 per cent of the 
crop of 1903 on hand on March |, 1904, 


‘and 36.9 per cent of the crop of 1902 on 


hand at the corresponding date in 1903.
